AN INQUBST ON SOKJI AY.

moned a juiyaud had.the mutter reinvea- 
tigatcd on Sunday. 


Below is the testimony of Kugenc T. 


Shaw, son of the decraicd, who iu the 
Wabash operator and station a^viii at 
Blue Mound : 


"Father and 1 wcrecomtnit across the street; 
just as we gat opposite the door, 1 started on 
south or triu store, im-J lather went In at the 
door. I heunl, in a very short spaee ot (imp, 
thft report ot a pistol, und in llvo or ten sec- 
onds another re port, t saw Ward run around 
tho east end ol tho north counter and shoot 
my fiitlipr over tho counter. Fwther fell on 
thfttior, eryinif out: "llchns broke mv loir." 
I then ran Into the. store, meeting Ward in tho 
door with a revolver In his right hand: he 
pointed it nt mu as ho caught 8i(rht of mo. 1 
stepped aside and ho went paat. I cainc on 
into tho store where my lather was lying on 
the HiKir. 
We laid him on a Inunizc In a 


few moments. He. died in ab'jut lour 1"» 
min- 
utes." 
Question by the coroner: "About what time 


of day did that occur?" 
Answer: "It occurred about a quarter to six 


on the cvonlDKof Friday, Mov. II, IKS1, in the. 
drugr store of Spooner &. SpraKue, in l*luo 
Mound, Maron county, Illinois. The body that 
the jury viewod Is tho body or the person shot.

J. C. Spraguc, of the lirm of Spraguc 


&Spooner, in whose drug store the trag- 
edy occurred, testified as follows: 


"Ward an1 I wero standing opposite each 
ilner, just ueyond tho second case. Ward was 
Iu Ihe act of taking a cigar when tho front 
door opened. I looked that way to see who 
was coming. 1 recognized Dr. Shaw. Hccamo 
towards us walking rapidly. I stnrtcd towards 
him and called out, Doctor, Doctor. Ahuut 
that time a shot was Bred. I then turned 
around and started east and met Ward near or 
ahout (ho west end of the high case. Doctor 
Shaw was standing «lmut opposite him when [ 
heard another shot llred. Dr. Shaw seemed 
to lean or cling to the cane. Ward rushed uy 
me. 1 followed out and met E. T. Khuw run- 
ning In. I rim nearly half way across the 
street and eried out murder, and said lor some 
one logo and got ttdo.'tor, quick. I then run 
back Into the store up to where Dr. Shaw was 
lying on the tloor. E.T.Shaw was making up 
a bundle of a coat or something to put under 
his father's head. 1 asked him what we. could 
do, and ho naid to get something to lay him on. 
1 jrot one of the window shutters, and found 
it was too short. In a few seconds they eame 
ju with a luuw 
I helped with others to lay 
tne doctor on the lounge, where he soon died. 
I saw Tohe Ward shoot Dr. Shaw. I am satis- 
tied that it was from tho effect of that shot 
that Dr. Shaw died. 
I think that they were 
both trying to shoot each other ut that time.

The coin is out in three 
pieces, and portions of it filed off. 
The pieees are then put together 
again by the ii--e of solder. Coins 
manipulated in this way ure not so 
much smaller than tlie original tliat 
they can be distinguished by other 
than actual comparison. In addi- 
tion to this cutting off, holes are 
drilled into the eoin from the edges 
and si'ver taken therefrom, replaced 
by a base metal, and the cdgts pol- 
isheJ so as (o make detection alnVst 
impossible.
